It seems like only last week we entered Eastglen but it was really 
three (or four or five!!!) years ago that we came through the big 
front doors as Frosh. We were welcomed with a hearty "Hello" 
from the sophomores and seniors of the school. Unfortunately for 
us nervous Frosh, however, our greetings too often took the form 
of a guided tour of the seniors’ next class carrying an armload of 
lead weighted books. We only had to make it through a week of 
this initiation, though, and after Frosh Court we were accepted 
as full-fledged Eastglenites. 


Our grade ten year at Eastglen was full of exciting school activi- 
ties.

Sadie Hawkin's Day and the dress down dance, Sadie's Night, with 
costume judging at intermission. The SHE-devils got together for y 
a Powder-Puff Football Game and for the HE-devils games we got 
a real goat mascot. Christmas Week was highlighted with a door 
decorating contest and a Santa's Anonymous Dance where the 
admission was a gift for a needy child. We had a Student Telephone 
Directory and plans were started for a student lounge.

There was a great Spaghetti Dinner put on by the Blue and Gold 
Cheerleaders; weekends at Sundre; and “David and Lisa", a mov- 
ing production from the drama department. 


June exams were written, the summer passed and we found our- 
selves in Eastglen's hallways once more. How enthusiastic we 
were to pass out our own "Hellos" to the new Frosh. To ourselves 
we wondered, "Could we have looked like that?" NO WAY!!! Grade 
eleven started off with a fund-raising contest for Cystic Fibrosis 
in which Eastglen beat all the other schools and was rewarded with 
a free dance. The cheerleaders put on another great meal, this 
year a Chili Feed to give us strength for cheering. It worked. We 
cheered the Blue-Devils to the basketball quarter-finals and the 
Senior Girls Volleyball Team to the City Championships. A Wheel- 
chair Basketball Game at which the devils were good-naturedly 
beaten highlighted one noon hour. 


Talented Eastglenites entertained the rest of the school at a Folk 
Fest and in the spring we dressed in long dresses and bowler 
hats for Klondike Days featuring a pancake breakfast and a boys' 
can-can line. The drama department put out another production 
of comedy and love called "Goodbye, My Fancy", starring other 
talented budding actresses and actors. Among the dances we 
attended in grade eleven were another Sadie Hawkin's Dance, a 
Spring Dance, and Cupid's Caper. 


Again we wrote end-of-year exams, left the school for two 
months of holidays and came back for our final year of Eastglen. 
As highly Grade 12 Seniors we either protected or slaughtered 
the Frosh at Frosh Court. Was it our imagination or were the 
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grade tens shrinking in size every year? We hoped not. We 
attended our last Frosh Dance and dressed down at L'il Abner 
Day for the last time. We put our heads together for new and 
creative ideas to decorate our doors at Christmas. We took a 
block off classes to watch a Talent Lit featuring vocal numbers, 
comedy acts, musical numbers and dances. The Students’ Union 
gave the students a chance to ask questions and comment on 
school issues at two Gripe Sessions during the noon hours. For 
the first time anywhere, anytime, Eastglenites attended the 
teachers’ Staff Meeting and participated in a discussion on the 
semester system. We enjoyed "Up the Down Staircase", a drama 
about high school students like ourselves. We joined for the last 
time the Ski Club, ISCF, Water Polo, Science and other clubs. We 
risked our voice boxes in cheering our Blue Devil Football and 
Basketball Teams. The Senior Girls Volleyball Team won the City 
Championship and went on to Calgary to place third in the Provin- 
cial Tournament. Both the girls' and the boys' teams were among 
the top in the city. Everyone looked forward to the Red Cross 
Blood Donor Clinic that Eastglen holds yearly. 


And now, with Graduation 71 celebrated we realize we will be 
leaving soon, leaving a place that has been our home during the 
day for the past three years. But we will always fondly remember 
events that happened here during our high school years. So before 
we leave we want to say "Thanks, Eastglen. Thanks for all the 
memories."
